AN ICE CREAM TOWN. 


For years this town has bad the repu- 


tation of being a "peanut town," be- 
cause of the great quantity of these nuts 
consumed here, but if It keeps up its pre- 
sent record ice cream will be added to the 
reputation. Aiber B. Lear, one of the 
largest manufacturer of cream here- 
abouts, says that on the Fourth he made 
600 quarts and sold it all in Doylestown. 
This waa in addition to quantities made 
by other dealers. Mr. Lear says the ap- 
petito for ice cream is growing. "Last 
pear the quantity I disposed of was only 
half as gieat. 
Up to July let this year I 


Ii0d sold more than 2800 quarts more 
ice cream than I did during the same 
period last year—and yet the weather 
was very bad a great deal of the time." 


WHAT PCJ3LIC OPINION DID. 


Through tbe medium of great public 


clamoring Doylnstown is beginning to get 
the satisfactory sewerage system It was 
euppneed to have two years ago. 
When 


the system was installed faulty connec- 
tions ware made and the filter beds and 
receiving tanks were very poorly con- 
structed. There wae much talk against U 
but nothing resulted until there were 
threats that prosecution would be brought 
if something was not done to improve 
tbe conditions. 
Tlie Board of Health 


took it up and now tbe company is hav- 
ing Its filters beds pat in shape and Its 
other tacks rebuilt. Probably a covering 
wilt be placed over the largest so tbat it 
will not be necessary to skim doga off the 
top every few days as they fall into the 
mass of sewage. These little improve- 
ment! are gladly received but there are 
many others to be made. Doylestown 
teems to have made a serious mistake in 
not forcing the sewerage company to 
build the system right in the first place.

On Friday, June 2Ut, '07, I tested the 


incandescent street lights and aro lampa 
in connection wi^h the street Mghting 
system of Bristol, Pa., and have to re por 
aa follows: 


First, 
regarding 
the 
incandescent 


itreet ligbte, I found that there was 
mitt nod Improvement in the illumination 
given oat by eaob incandescent light a DC 
that there wau a fair uniformity of light 
throughout the town, where my previous 
teat indicated great irregularity. I found 
that new fixtures had replaced tbe olc 
ones and that tbe globes were ju a clean 
condition. 


My measurements an tbe above evening 


show that the candle power of eaob lighi 
averages very nearly the required stand- 
ard of 26 imnd la power, some lamps be- 
ing above and others slightly below the 
sttmdard. 


Second, regarding the arc lamps, 1 


found that all the lamps were burning 
with good brilliancy and that the loner 
globes were clean, thus e Hewing the lamps 
to give their mail in urn candle power. 


My watt meter measurements on the 


above evening show taat the indlvidua 
arc lamps were giving oat an illamina 
tion fully up to the standard for such 
lamps, based upon the watts consumed in 
the lamp whilst burning,

BRISTOL'S WATER CASE 


ARGUED IN COURT 


Briatol'i water OHM came up for argu- 


ment in court before Judge Stout, at 
Dopleakrm, on 
Wednwday 
morning. 


Former Judge Yerkee preieoted argu- 
ment! for the water company and John 
U. Jobnson, Esq., of Philadelphia, and 
Howard I. James Ksq,, of Bristol, for the 
boraugb. Decision was held under ad- 
viaement. 


In his argument Judge Xerkes contend- 


ed that tbe conatxuotlon of the water 
works and sewerage system by the bor- 
ough of Bristol would compel tbe borough 
to issue bonds beyond its bonding privi- 
I age 8 and that -the taxpayers would be 
corn polled to pay for it as the tnipnyers 
of Doylentown will be compelled to piy 
for Its steam road roller. 


The argument on behalf of the borough 


was made by John O. Johnson, Esq., 
who claimed that until the citizens of 
Bristol made a move to erect watar works 
of Its own, the water company from Its 
organization In 1870 had never furnished 
tho borough with R sufficient supply of 
pure wholesome water, either for domest- 
ic or fire purpoai

The question of 
a sewerage system ia a municipal one and 
If the borough has not provided for such 
a system ifis no reason why it should not 
erect wii'.or works.
